A Small pamphlet of yours being ls put into 
| my hands by a friend, entitled, The Univerſal 
£< Reſtoration of Mankind Examined, and proved to 
© be a Doctrine inconſiſtent with itſelf, contrary to 
the Scriptures, and ſubverſive of the Goſpel of 
« Jeſus Chriſt, &c. I immediately began to con- 
_ ſider the ſubjeQ, with that care and attention which 
1 thought its importance called for. I began to 
conſider, that af this author is right, what an awful 
ſtate muſt I be i in, who am at preſent ſo conſtant 
- an attendant on Mr. Wincheſter's preaching, who 
is charged with holding this do&rine! By your 


manner the public may expect great things; your 


title page diſplaying great and infallible abilities. 
However, this did not diſcourage me; knowing 
that a detector of errors is, and ought to be eſteemed 
one of the greateſt of public bleſſings. I was much 
pleaſed with the concluſion of your title page, m 

Your adopting the words of Elihu as your own, 
« I ſaid, I alſo will ſhew mine opinion.“ I could 
not but rejoice in the freedom of the preſs; it is a 
moſt glorious privilege, and, as far as I know, re- 
ſpetting polemical. divinity: it is perfectly un- 
reſtrained. What an unſpeakable advantage 
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muſt this be to truth! If any man publiſhes any 
doctrine inconſiſtent with itſelf, contrary to the 
ſcriptures, and ſubverſive of the goſpel of Jeſus 
Chriſt, by the preſs, an infallible examiner .and 
prover can come forward, a perfect judge of con- 
fiſtency, better acquainted with the ſcriptures, and 
one ſet for the defence and confirmation of the 
goſpel, to prevent the contagion from ſpreading, 
and undeceive mankind. 

Your motto, which contains your promiſe of 
ſhewing your opinion, was the firſt ſubje& which 
vt d my mind. I concluded, that the beſt 
and ſhorteſt way of confuting all falle doctrine, 
and opinions ſubverſive of the goſpel, would be 
for Mr. Marſom to act according to his promiſe, 
in firſt letting the public know his own opinion, or 
creed, and chen comparing that orthodox opinion 
with all others that are contrary thereunto; then 
we may, if we are not wilfully blind, eſcape all 
kinds of heterodoxy. Give me leave, Sir, to aſſiſt 
you in making good your promiſe to the public, 
by ſhewing them your opinion in your own words, 
as follows;

And every creature which is in heaven, and on 
the earth, and under the earth, and ſuch as are 
in the ** and all that are in them, heard I, 
< ſaying, Bleſſing and honour, and glory and pon et, 
„be unto him that ſitteth upon the throne, and 
© unto the Lamb for ever and ever.“ 
© Thele paſſages are ſo ſtriking, and the ex- 
« prefſions ſo univerſal and extenſive, that I am 
not able to diſcover any poſſible ſenſe that can 
be put upon them, conſiſtent with the doctrine 
« of never-ending miſery and torment. All that I 
© have ever heard advanced upon theſe paſſages, 
© by thoſe who believe that horrible doctrine, has 
been ſo evalive, fo big with abfurdny and con- 
« tradiction, &c. 
We ſee here (1.e. in the texts above cited) 
W to the appointment of God, the re- 
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£ lian of all things unto himſelf ; the whole 


creation voluntarily ſubmitting to the divine au- 


* thority and government, and aſcribing bleſſing, 
* honour, glory and power, unto God and to 
the Lamb; and this is not in heaven only, but 
* alſo on earth, and under the earth, and in the 
6 ſea, &c. Can language be more univerſal, or 
any thing ſaid more ſubverſive of the idea of 
© the everlaſting miſery of millions of rational be- 
* ings? This reconciliation js to be accompliſhed 
+ in the diſpenſation of the fulneſs of times; it is 
* what Infinite Wiſdom has determined upon; 
it is the amazing purpoſe of the Divine Mind, and 
* what God's omnipotent power ſhall effect. God 
© hath ſworn by himſelf that ſo it ſhall be, and his 
© counſel ſhall ſtand, and he will do all his pleaſure. 
So that when God ſhall have finiſhed the myſtery 
of his will, the whole creation ſhall be delivered

© it may appear, that his ſentiments are repreſent- © 
ed as ridiculous; but that ridicule will be found 
© to be a juſt conſequence of native abſurdity, even 


upon the ſtatement of Mr. W. himſelf: a defence

fore, whenever your touchſtone expoſes him to 
ridicule, let him appear ridiculous. I find, by 
happy experience, it takes off all guiſes in ſuch 
a manner that abſurdity no longer can be covered 
by plauſibility. ES | 

But, to proceed. In ſome inſtances, ſevere 
© cenjures are paſſed upon the conduct of Mr. W. 
© but thoſe cenſures cannot be reprehenſible, if 
© they are not unjuſt in' their nature, or exceſſive 
© in their ſeverity; and are rendered neceſſary 
© by attacks made on the ſacred writings them-

This method I admire, here will be a very great 
opportunity of applying your touchſtone to all 
Mr. W.'s aſſertions and denials: Indeed I be- 
gin to foreſee many and great advantages from the 
uſe thereof, If Mr. W. charges the ſacred wri- 
ters with promiſing bleſſings which your opinion 
makes no mention of, I ſhall r-jett what he ſays 
with the greateſt indignation ; becauſe, I am ſure

find he has omitted any important truth which yau 
have pointed out, I ſhall reſt myſelf ſatisfied that 
your light is not in him.

You ſay, in the 7th page of your preface, that

As I am fully perſuaded that eyery thing that 
may be advanced in defence of any ſubject that 
you are determined to oppoſe, your motives being 
a contention for victory more than truth, there- 
fore I know that any reply made to you will an- 
ſwer no other purpoſe than to give you more op- 
portunities to quibble, trifle, and ſatyrize. Vet 
for the ſake of thoſe who with to obtain truth, T 
ſhall attempt ſomething that may tend to give them 


ſatisfaction. Had the author of the dialogues pro- - 


| duced all the authorities and vouchers in ſupport 
of his doarine, as every one knows he could have 
done who has ſtudied it, inſtead of one ſmall vo- 
lume, he could not have publiſhed it in leſs than 
twelve. Even in this paſſage that you are now

© as man in all things, yet without ſin; is the great 
© HighPrieſt, not only for mien, but for all, whatever 


is intelleAual, offering himſelf a-vittim once fa- 
*crificed. For he. taſted death for all, excepting- - 


God, or (as certain copies have it) by the grace 
© of God. (But) whether (we ſay) he taſted death 
for all God excepted, he died (however) for all 


excepting God; becauſe it was by the grace of | 
5 God that he taſted death for all.” Origen on St.

Thus we may-plainly ſee that xp, muſt have

expect? Preface, page xi. you ſay, The methods 
taken by Mr. W. to propagate the dottrine of 
univerſal reſtoration are equally contemptible:

< ſions of the bleſſed; as having ſeen many of the 
5 wicked reſtored to happineſs, and as having been 


' * repeatedly informed that all the poſterity of Adam 


* ſhould be finally ſaved.” And then very ſhrewdly 
you propole the following query, Have thoſe 
wicked ſpirits whom he is ſaid to have ſeen re- 
© ſtored, ſuffered all that was due to their crimes ? 
© If they have, is not the future judgment entirely 
* ſuperſeded with reſpett to them? Or are they, 
6 after having been reſtored from hell, and made 


happy, to be again tried at that day, and-puniſh- 


* ed according to the deeds done in the body?“

trials and perſecutions which he had been expoſed 

to, as well as the many inſtances of the Divine in- 

terpoſition in the eres. had eſcaped. In 

page 18. he ſays, I was about ſeventeen years 


TRE.

Upon the whole, if we would wiſh: to be ngk 
by God's word; inſtead of making a noſe of 
wax of it, by firſt framing a lyſtem, and then do- 
ing violence to the ſacred writings, to make them 
ſupport it, we ſhall find that perſonality conſiſts 

in eiche identity: that this conſciouſneſs no 
rational intelligence can loſe by death: all that 
death can do, with either the righteous or wicked, 
is only to introduce them into a change of ſtate. 
Without this view of the ſcriptures, how are we 
to underſtand Moſes and Elias appearing to our 
Lord and his three diſciples on the mount? Or, 
how could Jehovah be the God of Abraham, Iſaac 
and Jacob, if they are not in exiſtence ; for our 
Lord afferts, Matt. xxii. 32. that God is not the

could not be true if the patriarchs were not exiſt- ; 
ing ſomewhere or in ſome ſtate. 

In page 66, for want of ſcripture authority, you 
quote your maſter, Dr. Taylor, from whoſe works 
you have had your chief affiſtance. * Tranſgreſs 
and die, is the language of law, (ſays Dr. Taylor. 
F Scheme of Scripture Divinity. Page 102) and 
therefore every tranſgreſſor, the moment he is 
ſuch, is dead in law, he muſt continue fo as long as 
it is true that he hath violated the law, that is for ever- 
more. Hence it follows, that death in lau is death eter- 
nal, without hopes of a revival, or refurreQion. And 
vou, as his commentator, ſay; * Now till this deſtruc- 
lion is accompliſhed, Chriſt muſt reign, not till i

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c his enemies are converted into friends, but till 
they are made his footſtool, till they are ſubdued 
* and deſtroyed. So that the end of Chriſt's do- 
© minion, we ſee, is to extirpate rebellion out of 
© the creation of God; and this he will effect, for, 
© he will at laſt ſay of thoſe who trample upon his 
authority, and deſpiſe the riches of the divine 
* goodneſs exhibited in the goſpel ,—© thoſe mine 
enemies Who would not that T ſhould reign over 
* them, bring hither and ſlay them before ne.“ 
This is a comprehenſive and complete view of 
the goſpel. according to Dr. Taylor, and con- 
firmed by his faithful diſciple, which, if true, every 
thing muſt be reverſed that is ſtated by the apoſtle, 
2 Cor. iii. 9. For if the miniſtration; of con- 
«« demnation be glory, much more doth the miniſ- 
* tration of righteouſneſs exceed in glory,'&c.” 
If Dr. Taylor calls this a Scheme of Scripture 
Divinity, it is ſuch a one as both the prophets and 
che apoſtles are entirely ignorant of. It is a Chriſ- 
tianity without a propitiation for ſin; it is a ſcheme 
without the leaſt appearance of viſdom in its 
plan: it gives no other power to the great High 
Prieſt of the Chriſtian profeſſion, but that of de- 


ſtroying the greateſt part of God's creatures. lt 


is ſuch a contrivance as is perfectly deficient reſ- 
pedting love; for, there is not the leaſt degree of 
compaſſion as I can perceive in the deſign of it 
for thoſe who are ignorant and ſuch as are out of 
the way. It changes the name of Jeſus into that 
of Abaddon or Apollyon. e EEO 
Upon the whole, the ſcheme has met with no 
one to improve it, ſince Socinus, who drew it up 
in a great hurry about 240 years ago, and, upon 
examination, has been proved to be a dottrine 
* inconſiſtent with itſelf *; as it ſeems, at firſt ſight, 
to hold out univerſal reſtoration ; but, upon trial,

* the greateſt part of the human race, con- 
trary to the ſcriptures, as it charges him who is the 
Truth, with the higheſt abſurdity. in ſaying that 
the rich man died and exiſted in a ſtate of miſery 
after bis death, becauſe he ſays, being in Hades, he 
lift up bis eyes in torment, &c.

Tou have quoted Luke aix. 27. to Capgwnt 
your favourite doQtrine (which you call that) 
of complete deſtruction. But thoſe mine ene-

Now here, as in every part of God's word, 
un wil} be neceſſary rightly to divide the word of 
truth. To do this, it will be proper to make the 
following enquiry.

ſtance, being the ſame viſible Jehovah who ap-

3, for this is good and acceptable before 
God, our (Syr. mp) life giver, or (Gr. re ow7»pe;) our 
reſtorer, (i.e. into man's proper life, which is the divine 
favour ; ſee Pſalm xxx. 5. 1 "ha V. 12, &c.) who will that 
all men (according to the vulgar tranſlation) be ſaved ; (but 
accordirig to the Greek owlhai) be recovered or. reſtored; 
{and according to the Syriac pros fall live, revive, or 
recover (Syr, y) and be converted to the acknow- 
ledgment of the truth. But from this paſſage, thus tranſ- 
lated either by the Greek or Syriac, every abſurdity va- 
nithes : it only aſſures us that God wills (what at preſent 
is not, but by the efficacy of his will, we doubt not, ſhall in 
its due time be accompliſhed, viz.) that all men ſhall live, 
or (as in the Greek cdνα be recovered, or reſtored, 
and come to the acknowledgment of the truth. It is not

As you 
appear to have taken your notion of Chriſt's reign- 
ing over mankind, for the purpoſe of deſtroying 
them, from a very groſs perverſion of the cxth 
pſalm, it will be neceſſary to enquire into the true 
ſcope and meaning of it, from the explanation 
thereof, in other parts of God's word. This 
pialm is quoted in the New Teſtament, in the 
following places, Matt. xxii. 44. Mark xii. 35. 
Luke xx. 42. Atts 11. 34. Heb. 1. 13. and chap.

Now, I look upon it, that the whole controverly 
reſts upon a right view of the firſt verſe of this 
Pſalm. If you have given a true comment of it 
in your 67th page, as before cited, univerſal re- 
ſtoration, of courſe, falls to the ground. We 
will attend to it, as it ſtands in the Hebrew ſcrip- 
tures. Not that I am; in the leaſt degree, afraid 
of joining iſſue with you in the preſent tranſla- 
tion.

« ſtool to thy feet.“ Your comment tis, © Chriſt

verted into friends; but, “i they are made his 
© Footitool, till they are ſubdued and deftroyed.” 
My reaſons for not ſubmitting to this explanation 
are, that it is nonſenſical, abſurd, and fooliſh to 
ihe extreme. What! will Chriſt put his enemies 
out of exiſtence to make them his foot{tool ! Till 
now, I always thought that a footitool was an ap- 
pendage to a throne, and that the one was always 
as viſible as the other. 

But, in order to come at the true meaning of 
tins pala 2, let us attend to the literal and e

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cal ſenſe of this word, where it is connected with 
throne, In 2 Chron. ix. 18. *© And there were 


fix ſteps to the throne, with a footſtool of gold 


« faſtened to the throne.” Here we may obſerve, 
that the throne and the footſtool are of the ſame 
materials; that the one was a magnificent ſeat, 
ſymbolically to dilplay ſovereign power, authority, 
glory, and honour, as likewile was the other de- 
ligned to point out abſolute ſubjettion ; hence, 
1 Chron. xxvui. 2. David calls that temple which 
he had wiſhed to erett, © a footſtool for the feet 
« of our God.” 80 Ezek. xlili. 7, where the 
prophet, in deicribing the tempie which Jehovah 
is viſibly to dwell in, during the millenium, re- 
preſents the viſible Jehovah as ſaying, * Son 
*« of Man, the place of my throne, and the place 
* of the ſoles of iy feet, where I will dwell, in the 
& midſt of the children of Iſrael (S225) to the age,” 
even to that age which will commence at the end 
of the thouſand years reign. In Lam. 11. 1, the 
Jewiſh church is called his footſtool ; “ He re- 
„% membered not his footſtool in the day of his 


danger.“ In Iſai. Ixvi. 1, Jehovah calls the earth 


his footſtool; compare Matt. v. g5, becauſe it i5 


in abſolute ſubjettion to his power and controul. 


Having ſufficiently proved, to every individual 


ho would wiſh to embrace truth, that, by footſtool, 


we are not fooliſhly to underſtand that God intends 
to put any part of his creatures out of exiſtence, 
to make them ſuch, I ſhall now proceed to the 
beautiful diſplay of the divine mode of bringing 
rebellion to an iſſue, ſo that every creature, to the 
utmoſt bound of the creation, which God ever.

Now let common ſenſe be appealed to: If God 
will not ſuffer /in finally to ſully or debaſe any of his 
creatures, mult not univerſal ſalvation be the con- 
ſequence ? or elſe your language muſt be taken in 
ſich a manner as to convey no meaning: Here I 
am reminded of ſome remarks which you have 
made, vol. 2, p. 24, that I wiſh you had at- 
tended to—* Truth is in its nature plain and ſim- 
ple; viewed on all fides, it is always conſiſtent 
© and uniform! but there is that in falſehood and 
error which continually expoſes it to ſelf oppoſi- 
© tion and inconſiſtency: the man muſt be un- 
© commonly ſagacious who, in the ſupport of it

D. Taylor's aſſertions and re-aſſertions in favour 
© of endleſs miſery;'*—* Whereas Mr. Taylor did 
© not pretend to oppoſe the reſtitution of all things. 
The word miſery does not occur in either of the

Such a miſrepreſentation of an opponent is unbear- 
able in controverſy, and excites in thoſe who know 
* the fatt, a very unfavourable idea of the man who 
is capable of it, and of the cauſe in which he ts en- 
gaged, &c.

Here it appears evidently you want to make the 
world believe, that Mr. D. T. does not hold the 
doctrine of endleſs miſery, and that Mr. W. is 
highly criminal, in his five letters to that gentleman, 
in charging him with defending ſuch ſentiments;

For though the everlaſiing duration of ſulure 
* miſery is moſt clearly taughit in many other parts of 
e ſcripture, yet the paſſages juſt now quoted have 
6 certainly great and deciſive weight in confirmation 
& of that doctrine. Indeed were I to cite all the 
paſſages to prove that Mr. Dan Taylor wrote not 


only in favour of but in defence of endleſs miſery, 


I muſt tranſcribe all his works. The public are 
now able to judge for themſe]ves, whether Mr.

4, where 
Jehovah, deſcribing the Jewiſh,church (as well as 
the other nations) as a veſſel in the hand of the 
potter, lays, ** it was (Heb. niſhchat) deſtroyed 
ein the hands of the potter, and he made it again

Ah, Sir, theſe queſtions are of ſuch an intricate | 
nature, that no writer could or would have at- 
tempted a ſolution of them, if you had not done it 
yourſelf. Herein conſiſts the value of your work; 
happy for the public it is entered at Stationer's- 
hall, for the benefit of the univerſities of England 
and Scotland, and that it is to be preſerved in 
the Britiſh Muſeum, for the inſtruction of future 
ages, Vol. 1, p. 91, © thus all enemies being ex- 

* zerminated, the dominion of death will be de- 
_ * ixoyed, and conſequently there will be no more 
death; for, the wicked will be no more,” By 
this we are taught the dottrine of abſolute and com- 


plete 
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plete abolition, without believing in annihilation! 
Page 123—4, The bleſſings of grace and ſalva- 
* tion, will be as univerſal and complete (and that 
in every part of the empire of God) as it would 
have been, upon the ſuppoſition that fin, fatan, 
and every other enemy had never exiſted; for, 
being ſtruck out of exiſtence, they will be as though 

© they had never been.” And all this without being 
annihilated ! What a curious diſcovery! As this new. 
ſyſtem. of divinity and philoſophy originated alto- 
gether from yourſelf, ſurely none | will dare to rob 
you of the merit of being its firſt inventor, _ 

Thus I have given that attention to your argu- 
ments which the moſt important of. them calls 
for. By your oppolition to the ſentiment I 
am more confirmed in it than ever I was. Mr. D. 
Taylor has ſufficiently confuted all you haveſaid, in 
his maſterly defence of the Immortality of the 
Soul, in his ſermon on*Future Puniſhment. As 
to your abſurd and ſhocking attempt to ex- 
plain our Lord's words, Matt. xxvi. 24. you have 
entirely cleared Judas from all blame whatever, and 
charged it upon the Moſt High. Vol. 2. p. 130. 
Upon every ground therefore it is manifeſt, that 
© the meaning of our Lord's words is, it would 
© have been good for him not to have exiſted.“ 
How contrary is this reflection upon the Creator to 
the acknowledgment of thoſe who are before the 
throne of God, Rev. iv. 11. © thou are worthy to 
e receive glory, and honour, and power ; for thou 
&« haſt created all things, and for thy pleaſure they 
« are and were created.” By thus ſaying are you 
not expoſing yourſelf to the cenſure, Rom. ix. 20. 
Amongſt manyother very able writers uponthe caſe 
of Judas, had you read Purves's Humble Attempt, 
p. 221, 222, or Weaver's Free Thoughts on the

pP. 161, &c. you would never have found fault with 


the Deity for bringing more creatures into exiſt- 
ence than were neceſſary. 

But I now take my leave of you, and thank 
you for your work, for by it I have had an 
opportunity of ſceing how little can be ſaid” a- 
gainſt Dr. Chauncy and Mr, Wincheſter. Their 
doctrines will ſtand unſhaken till you have confuted 
Mr. Dan Taylor in his defence of everlaſting mi- 
fery, and conlequently the immortality of the ſoul ; 
his ſentiments completely overturning yours, the 
controverly reſts altogether betwixt that gentle- 
man and Mr. Wincheſter. |
